So that Clipper readers will have 
jin idea of how their tax money in the gen- 
eral fund is spent, expenditures for the last 
fiscal year will be listed. 

Expenses in the city’s general fund ex- 
|Ceeded revenues by a little over $8,000 for 
the period Oct. 1, 1954 to Sept. 30, 1955, ac- 
cording to the auditor’s report for that 
period, Revenue totaled ‘$53,870 while 
61,880 was spent, 

Biggest single expense item last fiscal 
year was the street department. Out of a 
total of $15,471 spent on this service, $8,346 
went for salaries and wages and $7125 went 
, tor other expenses. From observation, how- 
ever, we know that work of Fitzhugh Cal- 
houn and his crew is not limited to the 
Streets. Fitzhugh is listed as foreman of 
|the street crew but works at everything 
j|trom putting up Christmas tree lights to 
algsing sewer and water lines, His depart- 
| ment catches every job that comes up. Pro- 
| bably for ease in bookkeeping all this work 
jis lumped under streets and charged off 
| that Way. So in considering the $15,471 
| Spent on streets, it must be remembered 
{many other services were furnished by the 
| street department. : 
Police protection took the next biggest 
|chunk of money out of the general fund. 
Most of the expense in this category was in 
| Salaries and wages where $10,237 was spent 
| to hire the five-man police force, Other ex- 
|penses by the police department, such as 
{gas for the patrol car, totaled $1,692 to 
| make this protection cost taxpayers $11,929 
| Collecting garbage is the third most 
expensive service provided by the city. It 
costs $8357 a year for Elba to maintain 
the truck and crew on this detail. Salaries 
; account for $5516 of the total and $2841 is 
listed for other expenses. In most cities a 
direct levy for garbage pick up is imposed 
and usually collected with the water bill, 
Here nothing is charged directly. 

We can’t help making a comparison be-

It is easy to see that if every cent 
collected from property owners was spent

The city school system tapped the gen- 
eral fund for $4,481 during the last fiscal 
year, This was the four largest expense in 
the budget. It will be more in the next an- 
nual audit, 

Interest on bonded indebtedness cost 
taxpayers $8,194 while fire department ex- 
penses set them back $2,645. A total of 
$1,096 was paid out on insurance premiums 
and surety bonds. Of the city’s insurance 
program, the auditor wrote; “We recom- 
mend that a careful review of your present 
coverage be made in order that you may 
determine whether the city is adequately 
protected in the event of insurable loss.” 

Because it was “your” money that was 
spent, a detailed list of expenditures is be- 
low.

expense, $1,126.58 and utilities $160.98. 

Non-operating expenses reached the 
sum of $9,381.58. This included $8,966.70 
interest on bonded indebtedness and $414.88 
in uncollectible delinquent accounts. Non- 
operating revenues totaled $420.09, 

Adding all the revenues and subtract- 
ing the expenses leaves a net profit for the 
year for the water and light system of 
$63,150.82. That looks big but does not tell 
the whole story. It would take a competent 
utilities engineer to give the complete pic- 
ture. 

Before any dickering could be done 
with the rates, it would have to be deter- 
mined that the lines and rest of the system 
are being properly maintained. Future 
growth and bonded indebtedness have to be 
considered. It all adds up to much too big 
a job for us. We do hope the incoming ad- 
ministration will authorize a competent 
study of the light and water system because 
it is so vitally important to everyone and 
plays such a big part in any future indust- 
rial development the town might have. 


lowing expenses that could be put in a fund 
for the recreation board: maintenace of the 
swimming pool, $330.46: salary of J. M. 
Windham, $950 and other recreational ex- 
penses, $245. Income from the municipal 
pool was listed as $709. That’s already a 
sizeable amount for the board to work with. 

Working through a recreation board 
will also “take the monkey off the city ad- 
ministration’s back.’ Probably no other one 
item has caused so much dissension and 
criticism as the cigarette tax and recreation 
program. By setting up a board and giving 
them a reasonable gnerating fund, the coun- 
cil ean refer all questions in the field of 
youth activities to this group. If the plan 
fails, it won't be because the council didn’t 
cooperate. ss 

Using a recreation board puts the rés- 
ponsibility for youth activities where it be- 
longs — in the hands of the childrens’ par- 
ents. Through the cigarette tax the commu- 
nity has certainly met its responsibility by 
providing some funds. Judicious use of the 
money and adequate planning are the res- 
ponsibility of the parents. If they fall down 


on the job, they can’t blame anyone but / 


themselves. The community and council 
will have done their full share. It looks to 
us like a good way out of an irritating sit~ 
uation.
